D R A G G IN G . 


After the n o r e 
than 
usually 
heavy rains that have fallen dur­ 
ing the past tw'enty-four hours It 
would be an opportune 
tim e for 
every one living on dirt roads to 
eet busy and give them 
a thor­ 
ough 
d n g g in g , 
thus 
insuring 
good roads for practically the e n ­ 
tire su m m e r and fall. 
T h e time for this w*ork is op­ 
portune for two reasons: 
First, 
because after 
heavy 
rains the 
roads a re in just the right condi­ 
tion to respond quickly and w’itfi 
the least am ount of labor to ef­ 
forts put forth; and secondly, be­ 
cause no work will be 
lost from 
the crops, inasmuch as the wet 
ground will prevent for the next 
two or three days any cultivation 
or planting. 
Would it not then be wise to 
f rn ploy days of 
enforced 
Idle­ 
ness, as far as field labor is con­ 
cerned, in doing 
that 
which in 
itself is in the 
long 
run really 
th e most profitable of any work 
that m ay be done? 
All th e re is to road dragging, 
as explained to an 
inquirer hy 
one who knows, is to get out the 
horses and da ars, go to w ork and 
keep working until the roads are 
sm ooth and level, 
with the ruts 
m d mud holes all “ Ironed” out 
and a surface m ade th a t will to 
a great extent bear the traffic of 
spring, su m m e r and fall in a fair­ 
ly satisfactory 
manner, 
taking 
th e place of 
rock 
roads until 
they are constructed. 
And in this connection it will 
not be am iss to call 
the a tte n ­ 
tion of the city authorities to the 
fact t fiat some good dragging on 
the unpaved streets 
of

fish packed in a certain manner that 
no action could be taken against the 
Newcastle packers. 
Eminent counsel 
was engaged on both sides and ex­ 
perts ranging from famous caterers 
to the fish curator of the British mu­ 
seum were summoned to give testi­ 
mony.

The latest outbreak 
against 
the 
benevolent government of 
Rhodesia 
by the British South Africa company 
takes the form of a revolt against the 
enforcement of an ordinance promul­ 
gated from the local office of the com­ 
pany imposing a universal labor tax 
of twenty-five cents per head in the 
colony to cover the cost of recruiting 
native labor, which is very scarce. 
The ordinance was confit rn. d by 
the legislative council, which ordered 
the payments to be made to the na­ 
tive labor bureau before the fifteenth 
of each month. 
The 
farmers

clared that they would not pay the 
tax, although 
they 
are 
threatened 
with ruin through the shortage of la­ 
bor. 
They allege that the tax is im­ 
posed by a private company run in 
the interests ^f mine owners.

only two farmers appeared with the

The United Kingdom has been suf­ 
fering from labor unrest in an in - 1 
creasinglv menacing manner for sev­ 
eral years now’, and the end is still 
not in sight. 
The report of Sir George Ask with, 
the 
chief 
L dustrial 
commissioner, 
popularly known as “the strike t r e a t ­ 


er, 
shows that in 1911 there was a 
stoppage of work 
affecting 
565,000 
workers, largely 
men 
engaged 
in 
transport, cotton mills and on rail­ 
ways. 
The transport workers caused 
most of the trouble, 345,000 of them 
being affected. 
During the year ninety-two cases 
were dealt with under the conciliation 
act, and in riiirty-five cases a strike 
was prevented, while the others were 
finally settled by the intervention or 
Sir George Askwith. or by some per­ 
son appointed as coriciliator ar arbi­ 
trator. 
Formerly most of the applica­ 
tions for intervention came from the 
employes, but recently the great ma­ 
jority of them have been joint ones 
on the part of the 
employers 
and 
their 
workpeople. 
Besides 
accom­ 
plishing the good work shown by the 
report the conciliation act has result­ 
ed in 293 conciliation hoards being 
appointed in industrial district. 
If the threats now being made come 
to anything there is lots 
of 
work 
ahead for the “strike breaker.” 
The 
railway men, who tied up most of the 
great lines last year, are not yet sat­ 
isfied with their lot. 
They complain 
that the companies are bent on pur­ 
suing a policy of delay in connection 
with the conciliation 
schema, 
the 
same complaint which gave J esc lo 
last year's outbreak. 
Another complaint is 
that during 
the coal strike the companies, say­ 
ing that they had not sufficient coal 
to carry on the services, knocked off 
a great many men, and that in doing 
so chose men who had 
been active 
In trade unionism. 
The 
enforced 
idleness of union men in turn affect­ 
ed the funds of 
the 
unions, those 
without work receiving 
unemployed 
benefits. 
These matters are Tieing aired in 
the press and in parliament, but be­ 
cause of rod tape can 
not be offi* 
emily dealt with by the new machin­ 
ery set up by the railway commis­ 
sion after the last strike until July. 
Meanwhile the 
men 
are 
getting 
more and more restless and there is 
now danger that the unions w'ill or- 
dei the men to “down 
tools” 
just 
when the railways are busy 
with 
midsummer traffic. 
There are also irritating little dis- 
I ates between the dock workers and 
their employers, and in the building 
trades the men are 
preparing 
de­ 
mands to be laid before the master 
builders, 
which, 
if 
not 
complied 
with, will cause a strike of the skill­ 
ed workmen and their laborers.
